STORY OF BOER WAR. 


hi the West Indies, which will linger 
long in the memory of the people of 
this generation. The ball on which we 
live and strut ourselves Is a frail thing 
with troubles of its own. We who live 
on the thick part of the crust are fur- 
tuuate and can scarcely conceive what 
it means to be at the mercy of a vol 
cauic eruption, liable to break out at 
any time, or to be tumbled out of bed 
and possibly out of house and home by 
the trembling of the earth. In Quito. 
Ecuador, earthquakes are of daily oc¬ 
currence.

The Boer plan of campaign original¬ 
ly was to advance rapidly with a large 
force of mounted troops into Cape Col¬ 
ony and Natal and sweep the British 
Into the sea. In the light of subse- I 
quent events It Is clear that during 
the first three mouths of the war this 
was practicable, since there were then 
few British in Cape Colouy and the 
majority of the colonists were ready 
to rise. But the possibility of captur- , 
Ing Rhodes In Kimberley, Badeu-Pow- 
ell lu Mafeking and General White’s 
force near Ladysmith diverted their 
energies till tlie arrival of large British 
forces made the plan appear imprac¬ 
ticable. 

Pen British in Ladysmith, 

The British plan at the outset was 
mainly defensive. General White, lu 
Natal, deemed It important to defend 
Ladysmith and the stores accumulated 
there, though it was not a good posi¬ 
tion. General Symons was sent a few 
miles north of that place, to Dundee, 
to oppose the Boer forces from the 
■ north. So long as Ladysmith could 
be held the Invasion of Natal was ob¬ 
structed. 

, The first encoimter was at Dundee 
‘ Oct. 20, when the British carried the 
* Boer position by a frontal attack, hav¬ 
ing their commander. General Symons, 
killed and losing 426 men. including 
296 taken prisoners. Next day at 
. Elandslangte they had less equivocal 
[ success, but lost 223 killed and wound¬ 
ed. On Oct. 24 there was a fight at 
Riefontein, with a loss of 111, while 
t the force at Dundee was withdrawn by 
a circuitous route. Soon after, Oct. 30.
